Five Nazis 
For Killing 

FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan.. July lO (U.PJ— Five Ger- 
man pri.-jonera whose nnzi zeni led them to murder n fellow 
Boldier in an Oklahoma internment camp were hanged today 
in an historic npplicirtion of U. S. military justice. 

It was the firat time that a war priaoner haa been executed 
in the United States. 

Not a ainglo "hell Hitler!" came from nny of the doomed 
men as they walked about a hundred yards across this army 
post from the main detention building — known familiarly as 
"the' castle" — to an old warehouse building where a unique 
gallows hud been set up in an 



elevator flhaft. 

The Germans, Walter Bey- 
er, Berth old Seidel, Hans 
Demme, Hans Schomer and 
Willi Scholz, were found guilty 
by an army court martial at 
Camp Gruber, Oklahoma, last 
year, of murdering Johannes 
Kunze, prisoner whose nazi 
spirit showed signs of lagging,

Empire's Heart Pierced; 
Navy, Air Force Join in 
Most Telling Blow Yet 

GUAM, July 10 (AP)— Adm. William F. Halsey, who returned to the western Pacific with 
his powerful third fleet to "knock hell out of the Japs," was doing- just that today with a 
1,500-plane raid on Tokyo. 

The tremendous concentration of striking power was launched at the heart of the mikado's 
empire from Vice- Adm. John S. McCain's fast carrier task force— part of the third fleet— 
which steamed practically to Tokyo's doorsteps under cover of darkness and coordinated 
supporting air attacks, caught the Japanese flat-footed and achieved "complete sui-prise." 

The great attack, culmination of a week-end of unremitting assault on the Japanese 
homeland, was launch ed at dawn today on the heels of a great 550-plane Superfortress fire 
and demolition raid against five Japanese cities. 

Firat nnnounccment of the strike was made by Adm. Cheater W. Nimitz. fleet admiral, 
in a prcccdetit-shatterinfr communique which named 10 commanding admirals and 26 of the 
task force vessels while the attack was in progresSi 

I Vesselfi named by Niniiti were four carriora, four battleships, four cruis- 
ers and 14 destroyers. To launch 1,000 planes, it was evident that other 
carriers were along. 

So completoiy were the Japanc.qe trapped by the strike and by neutralizing 
raid.s on southern Japanese fields which preceded it, that eight hours after 
tho firat plane was launched from the carriers still no Japanese defending 
planes had been sighted by the fleet.

Doubtless innum- 
erable such purchases have represented seri- 
ous temporary Inconvenience to buyers. But 
most Americans look upon war bond buying 
both as one of the best Investment oppor- 
tunities ever offered, and as n simple nnd In- 
escapable duty to perform. Rare arc those 
who would cite their war bond.i as proof ot 
Individual patriotism, 
1 Tho record ol the American people In six 
war loan drives, which they have maintained 
I In the now-closing seventh drive, docs offer 
! ■ Its evidence that the home front has been 
conscious — and ha^a acted on the conscious- 
ness— o( Its responsibility. It Is evidence that 
those who could contribute nothing more 
■ than ddllars to the fight have, for the most 
part, made lull use of the ammunition avail- 
able to them. 

Actually, the natlon'a record In the seven 
war loan drives has been one to astound. Qi 
taa hi those drives totaled 102 billion dol- 
lars—an Incomprehensible sum. The tabula- 
tion of returns on tho seventh drive stljl are 
Incomplete, But on the basis of latest re- 
ports, more than 85,000,000 Americans are 
shown to have Invested more than 185 bil- 
lion dollars. 

The record ahows that, not only have total 
quotas m each drive been surpassed, but In- 
dividual goals set Xor various types of bonds 
also have been exceeded. The record goes still 
further to show that Individual states and 
communities which have failed to perform 
their assigned portions of the whole Job have 
been the rare exceptions. This, of course. Is 
another way of saying thnt Americans every- 
where, nnd of every economic bracket, have 
made the achloveinent possible. 

As remarked, Individuals aren't claiming 
medals because of the war bonds thoy have 
bought. They know they aren't entitled to 
any. They expect no praise for having done 
that which would have shamed them had 
they failed to do. 

But tho fact remains that the Amrricnn 
record on war bond drives represents thi 
.' natounding financial achievement, nf 
'~ in history. It Is evidence that, what( 
: most Americana may or may not be doing in 
behalf of vlctoiy, they are not making r.inov^ 
crs or their dollars.
